Apolonio Gives $5,000 
Bond and Takes Her 
Home in Auto. 


DR. DEE HAMMER STILL 
IN CELL ON CHARGES 


Chiropractor Asserts. That 
Case Presented by Detec- 
tives Is “Frame-Up.” 


Mrs. Anna Apolonio, 42 years old, 
who was arrested Tuesday night on a 
charge of conspiring to murder her 
husband, was released from the house 
of detention in $5,000 bond at 5:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

The bond was posted by the husband, 
Joseph Apolonio, “victim” of the al- 
leged murder plot, who refused to be- 
lieve the charges made against his wife. 
Mrs. Apolonio, who was reported 
earlier to be undecided as to whether 
she would accept her husband’s offer 
of help, left the house of.detention in 
company with George E. McNeil, the 
attorney hired for her by the husband. 
McNeil took her to his office in the 
Colurfibian Building, where Apolonio 
was waiting. When the two came to- 
gether they embraced. A little later 
they got into Apolonio’s automobile, 
and McNeil assumed that they had 
gone to their home at “601 Eleventh 
street northeast. 


Detective Bared Alleged Pilot. 


Mrs. Apolonio, who is the mother 
of a 12-year-old. son, was arrested 
Tuesday night, together with Dr. Lee 
Hammer, 41-year-old chiropractor, liv- 
ing at 308 Maryland avenue north- 
west. The two were taken to the 
Ninth Precinct Police Station, where 
they were charged with “conspiracy to 
murder.” The arrest was made by De- 
tective Robert Langdon. 

Detective Langdon, who has been at- 
tached to the Ninth Precinct, but who 
yesterday was transferred to the Fifth 
Precinct, said that Harry Thompon, a 
private detective, gave him the first 
inkling of the alleged: plot. : 
This private detective, Langdon said, 
told him that Dft--Hammer had hired 
him to trail Apolonio’ and to try and 
get evidence that would constitute 
ground for a divorce. 

After reporting that he was unable 
to get any such evidence, the police 
said, Thompson received a hint that

Tampa, Fla., June 1 (By A. P.).— 
Four dead, three others in a serious 
condition and more than a_ score 
wounded marked the three nights of 
rloting that culminated last. night 
when national guardsmen answered 
shots from a crowd in the vicinity of 
the county jail with machine-gun fire. 

Tonight 1,000 special deputy sheriffs 
sworn in at a mass meeting this after- 
noon were patroling the city in groups 
of ten, with orders to permit no more 
than three persons to gather in one 
group. 

The militiamen had posted their 
infantry guards, with rifles and bay- 
onets, on the outskirts of the restricted 
area and these were backed up by 
machine gun men. In addition, 
mounted troops and artillerymen carry- 
ing sidearms were patrolling the lines. 
All traffic was barred from an area four 
blocks in every direction from the jail 
to avoid a repetition of last nighf’s 
disorders. 

Civil and military officials expressed 
the belief tonight that the reign of 


violence had been suppressed, but every 


precaution against a recurrence was/| 


maintained. 

Thirty alleged members of the mobs 
were under arrest and held to await 
action by the grand jury, called to-meet 
in special session Monday to investigate 
the disturbances. 

Undismayed by an unsuccessful at- 
tempt Sunday night to remove B. F. 
Levins, confessed slayer of five, from 
the county jail, and another attempi 
Monday night. when 12 persons were 
wounded in a fight with deputy sheriffs, 
the. mob formed again last night and 
persisted in its purpose until the troop- 
ers’ fire had mowed down 21 persons, 
four of whom subsequently died.

CHIMNEYS ARE DESTROYED 


Asbury Park, N. J., June 1 (By A. P.). 
Fifty miles of the north Jersey coast 
was rocked today by three distinct 
earth tremors which, while severe 
enough to cause great alarm in the af- 
fected area, confined their destruction 
to the tumbling of two chimneys from 
houses in Long Branch. 

The shocks occurred between. 8:20 and 
3:40 o’clock this morning, Eastern 
Standard time.

MOVING ON TIENTSIN 
AS ARMY ADVANCES 


Protecting Americans in 
Expected Rioting Is 
the Object. 


ALL GROUPS PROTEST 
ARRIVAL OF JAPANESE 


Marshal Chang Continues His 
Retreat From the Peking 
Area as Strategy. 


(By the Associated Press..) 

Movement of between 4,000 and 5,000 
American Marines from Shanghai and 
the Philippines to Tientsin to meet any 
emergency that may arise from the col- 
lapse of the northern Chinese army 
south of the Yellow River is being car- 
ried out in accordance with prear- 
ranged plans, official dispatches re- 
ceivéd here yesterday said. 

The force constitutes more than 3,500 
Marines which Brig. Gen. Smedley D. 
Butler, American Marine commander in 
China, has held for many weeks at 
Shanghai and approximately 1,700 
which are en route from Olangapo in 
the Philippines. The latter force left 
three or four days ago, it was said, but 
it was not definitely known when Gen. 
Butler sailed with his men from 
Shanghai. 

The only other Marines in China are 
the comparatively small number main- 
tained as a guard for the American Le- 
gation at Peking, and these also will be 
moved, officials said, if it should be 
deemed advisable to transfer the Lega- 
tion to a more accessible point for pro- 
tection purposes in the north, 

Either the transfer of the Legation to 
Tientsin or the carrying out of the pro- 
posed strengthening of the Peking 
guard by 2,000 additional mixed troops 
is regarded here as a logical develop- 
ment ,although no official word was 
received in that connection. 

State Department officials reiterated 
that Admiral Williams, commanding 
naval forces in Chinese waters, and Gen 
Butler weré empowered to’ use their 
discretion in moving their forces. 

The movement.of Marines has been 
under consideration for some time in 
view of the reported flight of the 
northern Chinese army from Honan and 
Anhwel provinces, and the consequent 
danger faced by Americans and other 
foreigners in those regions. Officials do 
not foresee any serious trouble, such as 
occurred at Nanking, since few Ameri- 
cans remain.in North China. Their con- 
centration at Tientsin, it was pointed 
out, has been proceeding for some 
weeks.

In 
view of the misunderstanding, however, 
cash subscriptions for the issue of 3% 
per cent Treasury bonds of 1943-47 will 
remain open until the close of business 
on Thursday, June 2. It should be 
distinctly understood that this state- 
ment refers to cash subscriptions only. 
The privilege of exchanging :second 
Liberty loan 4 per cent bonds and sec- 
ond Liberty loan converted 4%4 per cent 
bonds for the new 3% per cent Treas- 
ury bonds will remain open until on or 
about June 15.”

Dr. Philander D. Poston declared that 
the health of 45,000 of the 60,000 school 
children here is jeopardized by physical 
defects which should be remedied.

Cairo to Have 47-Foot Stage. 
New Madrid, Mo., Throws 
Up New Levees. 


WATERS NOW POURING 
INTO GULF OF MEXICO 


Many Louisiana Farmers Are 
Enabled to Return to Their 
Homes; Speed Planting. 


New Orleans, June 1 (By A. P.).— 
Having engulfed approximately 10,000 
square miles, or two-thirds of the al- 
luvial lands of Louisiana, as it streamed 
from more than a dozen crevasses, the 
unprecedented Mississippi Valley Aoon 
slowly drained into the Gulf of Mexico 
tonight with falling stages everywher= 
except in the south portion. 

In the central part of the Mississippi 
River, however, high water again was 
threatened, and at Cairo, Ill., the 
Weather Bureau predicted 47 feet, 2 
feet above flood stage, by Sunday. At 
New Madrid, Mo., which suffered 
severely a month ago, new dikes were 
being thrown up in anticipation of 
more high water. 

A lake more.than 225 miles long anu 
ranging from 50 to 100 miles wide, lies 
over the lowlands along the west side 
of the Mississippi River and through 
the level basin of the Atchafalaya River. 

As ridges of land emerged from “he 
flood with recession of waters to the 
north another great exodus was about 
to begin. Joyful refugees, glad that they 
can go back to the homes from which 
they were driven by the racing waterc, 
prepared to set sail on the receding 
sea, to be in their houses and ready to 
plant crops as quickly as they can get 
to the fields. 


Twenty Parishes Are Involved. 


Twenty parishes were involved in 
the sweep of the flood through Louisi- 
ana and thousands of acres went under 
water where floods had never been 
known: within memory of the inhabi- 
tants. Maj. John C. Gotwals, Army 
Engineering Corps, estimated that 
6,400,000 acres were submerged from the 
northern boundary of the State to the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

Fifty persons have gone back to their 
homes in Pointe. Coupee Parish, over- 
whelmed by the last flood from McCrea 
crevasse. Diminished flow from that 
break has resulted in recession of flood 
levels. Far to the north in Ouachita 
parish nearly half the land affected 
by the overflow has been planted, ad- 
vices received here today said. 

A general exodus back to the farms 
is in sight in the Bayou des Glaises 
section. The inhabitants hope to get 
foodstuffs and food crops in the ground 
in time to assure a harvest. 

The Weather Bureau reports that 
considerable water still is pouring from 
the Cabine Teele and Winter Quarters 
crevasses on the Mississipp’' River and 
concludes that this water may prolong 
flood conditions in the Tensas and 
Atchafalaya Basins. The Weather Bu- 
reau said that the chief effect to the 
lower valley of new floods up the river 
might be prolongation of the present 
flood in some sections. 


New Defenses to Be Built. 


Memphis, June 1 (By A. P.).—River 
observers here see th reports of rising 
streams along the upper Mississippi 
basin a threat of recurring floods in 
the central valley of the great river. 

The weather bureau at Cairo, Ills., re- 

ported today that the Mississippi would 
reach 47 feet there Sunday. Flood stage 
is 45 feet at Cairo and the river reached 
44.2 feet there today, rising one foot in 
the previous 24 hours. 
- The Memphis bureau in a special 
river forecast today predicted that the 
Mississippi will reach a stage of about 
34.5 feet here by June 8. Memphis flood 
stage is 35 feet and veteran rivermen 
here believe the government forecast is 
very conservative. 

The Ohio, the Missouri, the upper 
Mississippi! and its northern tributaries 
were all rising today, according to re- 
ports received here. 

Acting on information received from 
the government forecaster at Calro, the 
people of New Madrid, Mo., today began 
to build a new protection levee about 
that town to replace the defenses which 
crumbled in the St. Johns Bayou levee 
crevasse. 


Flood Control Parley On; 
Blow at Coolidge Denied 


Chicago, Ill. June 16 (By A. P.) 
First steps toward organjzation of the 
Chicago flood control conference, spon- 
sored by the mayors of Chicago, St. 
Louls and New Orleans, were taken late 
today when a group of seventy-five men 
forming the advance guard of the thou- 
sands expected tomorrow from twenty- 
seven Mississippi Valley States met and 
authorized appointment of a committee 
of eleven to fix a program of procedure. 

Senator Pat. Harrison, of Mississippi, 
was named. to open the conference and 
to appoint the organization committee, 
which will pass out of existence with 
the opening of the conference. 

The conference program itself was 
outlined in the formal caltl—“for the 
purpose of formulating practical plans 
for presentation to the Federal Govern- 
ment through petition, the fulfillment 
of which will prevent future flood 
catastrophes in the Mississippi Val- 
ley,”—and the Republican and Demo- 
cratic leaders in the preliminary meet- 
ing stressed the necessity for harmony 
and the submerging of personal plans 
and ideas in. reaching a set of resolu- 
tions looking toward that end.

STEP SURPRISES HOUSE 


New York, June 1 (By A. P.)~—The 
two-day conference of the House of 
Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, which opened“here today, was 
given a surprise in the unexpected 


resignation of the Rt. Rev. Nathaniel 
Seymour Thomas, missionary bishop of 
Wyoming. Previous resignations of 
two bishops—William Lawrence, of 
Massachusetts, and Theodore P. Thurs- 
ton, missionary bishop of Oklahoma— 
had resulted in calling the meeting. 

Bishop Thomas explained that he 
was resigning to take up work “nearest 
my heart,” and that if his resignation 
was accepted he,expected to be ap- 
pointed president of the Philadelphia 
Divinity School. He added that he 
hoped to “articulate the theological 
equipment of the students with mod- 
ern life,” . 

The conference today adopted two 
recommendations of the board of 
foreign missions. The first, on China, 
was to the effect that there should be 
no lessening of the missionary work 
there when the way is opened for its 
continuation. The second, on Mexico, 
asked the bishops to record their “high 
admiration for the distinguished serv- 
ices rendered by Frank W. Creighton, 
Bishop of Mexico, during the troubled 
conditions prevailing in that Repub- 
lic.” 

Three bishops, consecrated since the 
last convention, were presented by their 
sponsors and welcomed by the presid- 
ing bishop, John Gardner Murray, of 
Baltimore. They were Bishops Ernest 
Stires, of Long Island; Walter Mitchell, 
of Arizona, and Bishop Coadjutor Ed- 
ward T. Helfelstein, of Maryland. 

In the morning the bishops attended 
a communion service at the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine. Among those 
present was William Montgomery 
Brown, resigned Bishop of Arkansas, 
who was deposed at the general con- 
vention in New Orleans in 1925 for

tors, members of the national House 
of Representatives and governors. 

Dwight Davis, of St. Louis, Secretary 
of War, accompanied by Maj.

Tax reduction, flood relief and con- 
trol legislation will be given the right 
of way the next session of Congress, 
Speaker Longworth declared yesterday 
after a conference with President Cool- 
idge. Mr. Longworth assured the Presi- 
dent that the House would be “in 
hearty —58— with plans for aiding 
Mississippi River disaster sufferers and 
for measures to prevent. such disasters 
in the future.” 

While it will be impossible for the 
House flood control committee to

fuel tank. The only solace he could 
get out of the predicament was that 
he had. a.parachute strapped to his 
back, and knowledge that already three 
times the device had saved his life. 

“Slim” waited until the last sputter 
of: his motor told him he was due for 
@ leap, and then, at an altitude of 
about 13,000 feet he climbe out: of 
his cockpit, consigned himself to 
chance, and sprang as far into space 
and away from the plane his mus- 
cular legs would permit him. 

The chute functioned: perfectly and 
“Slim” came down on a barbed-wire 
fence skirting~a field near Blooming- 
ton, Ill. . Beyond a few scratches and 
some holes in his flying suit, “Slim” 
was almost as good as new. 

As soon as he could extricate him- 
self and pack up his parachute, “Slim” 
gathered a number of farmers in the 
neighborhood and searched for the 

lane. They found it after several 

ours of searching, and while the mail 
was intact, “Slim” realized that the 
ship could not be flown until over- 
hauled. So he hurried to a train for 
Chicago, got a résetve plane, flew back 
and salvaged the mail pouches, These 
he loaded into his new bus and ina 
brief time was in Chicago, the mail 
delayed, but safe. 

Thus “Slim” Lindbergh became a 
four-time member of the “Caterpillar 
Club,” that most exclusive of pilot or- 
ganizations, the qualification for mem- 
bership in which is certainly some- 
what more exacting than that in the 
Order of the Garter. 

In making this 13,000-foot leap from 
a moving plane at night, “Slim” estab- 
lished a record for descent from a dis- 
abled plane, set a mark for all other 
pilots to “shoot at” and further se- 
cured his position as ace of the “Caters 
pillars.” 

At another time “Slim” had a nar- 
row squeak in getting out of disaster. 
It was on September 30 last when he 
was on the last leg of a mail-carrying 
journey from St. Louis to Chicago. 
He took off.from the airport at Spring- 
field, Ill., and had risen only 150 feet 
in the air when the throttlg of the 
plane broke. 

There was nothing for “Slim” to do 
but come down. A parachute was, nat- 
urally, out of the question. What he 
should save of himself and his bus re- 
mained with his skill in making a 
forced landing from an elevation per- 
ilously near to the ground. 

Ahead of him “Slim” spled an open 
clover field and he made for it, nurs- 
ing the ship down and, probably, pray- 
ing. As he touched earth the ground 
was so soft that his wheels sank hub 
deep into it. - 

For an instant it seemed that the 
plane must upset and surely kill its 
pilot in the crash. But chance again, 
plus the skill with which “Slim” made 
his landing—and he is famous for the 
manner in which he can.bring his 
plane to earth—came to his rescue. The 
plane skidded, slipped and dug up the 
ground, but kept on an even keel. 

And here is what “Slim” said of this 
experience: “This ‘is the first motor 
failure that the Robertson Aircraft 
Corporation has had in 240 trips be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago, and it 
was just my luck to have it happen 
to me.” 

It evidently meant more to him than 
four parachute jumps. 

It was “Slim” Lindbergh who as chief 
pilot for the Robertson Aircraft Cor- 
poration inaugurated the air mail serv- 
ice between Chicago and St. Louis. This 
was on April 15, 1926. He reached Lam- 
bert street, St. Louts Field, from Chi- 
cago at 9:07 o’clock in the morning of 
that day, eight minutes ahead of sched- 
uled time. His plane carried , two 
pouches of mail, one picked up at Pe- 
oria and the other at Springfield. The 
mail was delivered to the postoffice at 
10 o’clock. His actual flying time for 
the 265-mile run was 2%4 hours. 

This flight was in pursuance of con- 
tract obligations. The ceremonial 
flight, which was to Chicago, occurred 
the next day when “Slim’s” plane, with 
silver wings and marooh fuselage, was 
christened by Myrtle Lambert, the 13- 
year-old daughter of Maj. Albert Bond 
Lambert, who stood sponsor. 

“I christen you St. Louis,” she said. 
“May your wings never be clipped.” 
And with this, she strewed flowers upon 
the plane’s shining wings. A little later 
“Slim” took off and went roaring into 
the northwest, with Philip R. Love and 
Maj. C. R. Wassall, brother mail pilots 
“on his tail,” 

When “Slim” took the job of carry- 
ing the mail to Chicago and bringing 
it back to St. Louis, he and his fellow- 
pilots on the run, Love and Charles P. 
Nelson, had no idea that during the 
entire winter following inauguration 
of the service they would have to fly 
without the aid of guiding beacons 
such as are set up at intervals along 
the transcontinental line. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the lights. wer> not in- 
stalled for several months after the 
winter had set in. But “Slim” and the 
other two winged their way day afte: 
day between St. Louis and Chicago, 
taking off at night, with only the 
lights of towns and the widely-spaced 
lights in farm house ‘windows to guide 
them. They did it without injury to 
themselves or the loss cf a single piece

Air Minister Speaks. 


The banquet was tendered by the 
American Society, the American Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the American 
Club of London. D. Campbell Lee, 
president of the American Society, pre- 
sided, Sir Samuel Hoare proposing Capt. 
Lindbergh's health. 


The air minister pictured a voyage 
of the future Pilgrim Fathers, saying 
that the future Mayflower might be 
an airplane or airship bearing the 
mame, perhaps, of Lindberg, for that 
name goes down in history. 

The easier communication became 
between America and Great Britain, he 
said, the better it would be for all 
concerned. Capt. Lindberg arrived as 
a great aviator; he will leave as an old 
friend of England’s, That, he said, was 
perhaps as important as the achieve- 
ment of his flight. 

In bidding good-by to the people of 
Great Britain, who, he said, could not 
possibly have received him any more 
enthusiastically than they did, Lind- 
bergh declared he was looking forward 
to coming back at the very first op- 
portunity. He eulogized the memory of 
Wilbur Wright and Sir John Alcock, 
and paid tribute to Orville Wright, Sir 
Arthur Whitten Brown and Louis Bler- 
lot, all of whom had done their share 
in making his flight across the At- 
lantic possible. 


Other Names Recalled. 


Neither Britons nor Americans, he 
said, should lose sight of Sir Alan 
Cobham’s accomplishments or those of 
Sir Keith Smith, who made a flight to 
South Africa in 1919, nor should they 
forget “the courage of the daring avia- 
tors in the war, whose feats have no 
parallel in peace time aviation.” 

Winston Churchill avowed there was 
not @ man, woman or child in all 
Britain whose imagination had not 
been stirred by Lindbergh’s air voyage. 

“We all fiew his flight in our minds,” 
said the chancellor, “and felt proud 
with him of honors bestowed justly 
wherever he has gone. We have seen 
too little of him here; he has seen too 
little of us. We have derived the irn- 
pression that he represents all a man 
should say, should do, and should be.” 


Lindbergh Didn’t Bet. 


“Well, did-you have a little flutter, 
captain?” an. English reporter asked 
Lindbergh when he returned to London 
after the derby. 

“A flutter?” the American aviator re- 
peated, with puckered brow. 

“That means, did you have a bet,” 
somebody explained. 

“Oh, I thought it was something to 
do with the heart,” he laughed. “No; 
I didn’t even try to back the winner, 
though many people gave me the in- 
side information--and most of it would 
have been wrong. But I must re- 
member about the flutter. We have 
strange terms in. aeronautics, but 
racing seems to have it beaten.” 

“So you still prefer to be an airman, 
rather than a jockey?” he was asked. 

“I. wouldn’t stand thuch. chance 
against those wonderful little men,” 
said Lindbergh. “I think they need as 
much, if not more courage than a 
What a scramble as the ‘horses 
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dashed away from the post. I should 
have been scared on one of those horses. 
Give me the Iqneliness of the Atlantic.” 


Not Excited by Derby. 


Capt. Lindbergh didn’t get much 
“kick” out of England’s famous Derby. 
He watched the race from a balcony 
alongside the royal box, but when Call 
Boy scooted past the post a winner, the 
airman never batted an eye. Most 
everybody cheered, but not Lindbergh, 

Using the binoculars which he car- 
ried with him across the Atlantic, the 
aviator watched the start of the horses 
and followed them all the way around 
to Tattenham Corner. At this point, 
where the colts came into the home- 
stretch, he put his glasses aside, need- 
ing no aid for his wonderfully trained 
eyes which serve him so well when | 
flying. 

“Here they come!” shouted the great 
crowd as the runners neared the finish. 
Then the cry “Call Boy is leading!” 
burst forth, and almost everybody 
stood up, even the king and queen. 
But Lindenbergh remained seated and 
did not turn a hair as the race was 
concluded, After what Lindbergh has 
been through, derbys are really tame 
affairs, and he refused to become ex- 
cited. 

Because he showed such lack of en- 
thusiasm, the rumor went around 
among the jokesters that perhaps 
“Lucky” Lindbergh had placed his 
money on some other horse than Cal 


Boy. : 
Host Has Money Up. 


Lindbergh’s host, Lord Lonsdale, had 
some money on the race but he didn t 
say much about that either, though 
he told his guest a great deal about the 
horses.

BRIBERY HELD ALLEGED 
WHERE THERE WAS NONE 


District Decision, It Is Con- 
tended, if Followed, Would 
Cause Dismissal of Cases. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 


Government special counsel and 
counsel for Edward L, Doheny and 
Albert B. Fall have now locked horns 
in their final legal battle to determine 
whether or not the so-called oll-lease 
bribery indictments are to be brought 
to trial. Atlee Pomerene and Owen J. 
Roberts have filed a supplementary 
brief asking Justice William Hitz, of 
the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia to overrule the defense de- 
murrer argued before the court some 
weeks ago. Frank J. Hogan, of Doheny 
counsel, filed a reply brief yesterday. 
Justice Hitz. is expected to render his 
decision this month. 

If he overrules the demurrer, spec- 
tacular criminal trials, covering much 
the same ground as the famous. Fall- 
Doheny conspiracy case, will be features 
this coming fall. If he sustains the 
demurrer, the Government’s charge 
that Fall was bribed or that the Do- 
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henys gave Fall a bribe, will be snuffed 
out, unless the Government can obtain 
@ reversal of the lower court’s decision 
in the higher court. The defense, how- 

_ ever, cannot appeal prior to trial of 
“the case, if Justice Hitz decides against 
them as the Walsh act bars such ap- 
peals in criminal cases. 


Faces Appelate Ruling. 

The case admittedly presents the 
hardest legal nut which Government 
counsel have so far been called upon 
to crack, because of the fact that 
Justice Hitz will have to overrule a 
controlling decision by the Court of 
Appeals of his own jurisdiction in or- 
,» der to overrule the demurrer. On the 
other hand, Pomerene and Roberts 
have urged Justice Hitz to take the 
_law of other State jurisdictions in 
place of that in the District of Colum- 
oll lease cases in order to get prac- 
oll lease caess in order to get prac- 
tical results. And Government coun- 
sel are understood to be confident that 
they will achieve their purpose. 

Counsel for Fall and the Dohenys 
insist that the legal questions pre- 
sented in the bribery cases are settled 
by the decision of Justice Charles H. 
Robb, of the District Court of Appeals. 
in the case of Thomson vs. United 
States, which decision was rendered 
November 6, 1911. 

Peter G. Thompson was president of 
the Champion Coded Paper Co., a cor- 
poration of Ohio. He had a contract to 
supply paper to the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, subject to prescribed weight 
specifications. The Postmaster Gen- 
eral designated a man named W. P. 
Zanginger to see that the specifications 
were complied with. After a certain 
amount of the paper had been reject- 
ed, Thomson inclosed a $100 bill in an 
envelope for Zanginger, An indictment 
for bribery followed. 


Bribery Charged in Case. 


A demurrer was filed in the lower 
court here, asserting that Zanginger 
was not charged by law with the duty 
of inspecting paper and therefore could 
not be bribed to do a particular act 
when the law imposed no duty of act- 
ing upon him. The Government con- 
tended that it made no difference 
whether the law imposed the duty 
upon him because he was actually in- 
specting the paper, because Thomson 
thought he had a legal duty and be- 
cause it is only necessary that tke bribe 
be given to someone who assumes a 
duty where someone else had the legal 
duty to perform. 

Thus, for purposes of the present de- 
murrer, defense counsel claim that the 
Thomson case is on all fours with the 
Fall-Doheny case, though, of course, 
defense counsel do not admit that 
there was any bribe offered or received, 
irrespective of the legal point involved. 

The lower court sustained the Gov- 
ernment in the Thomson case, but the 
Court of Appeals overruled the lowér 
courc and added: “There can be no 
bribery of an official to do a particular 
act, unless the law requires or {imposes 
upon him the duty of acting.”

Unsound Doctrines Alleged, 


The defense brief insists to Judge 
Hitz that the prosecution expects him 
in these oil cases to take a course dif- 
ferent from that which would be taken 
in the ordinary case involving the same 
legal principles. At several places in 
the Government is presenting unsound 
doctrines in which they hope “this 
c:urt will adopt in this exceptional 
case.” 

“If the Court of Appeals,” concludes 
the brief, “did not mean what its Judges 
said, “why not let the Court of Ap- 
peals say 60?” 

This is followed by pointing out that 
although the law put through Con- 
gress by Senator Walsh took away from 
defendants a right to appeal when de- 
murrers to indictments are overruled, 
the Government has a right to appea: 
immediately from a Judgment sustain- 
ing*a demurrer. By such an appeal. 
the brief adds, the serious legal ques- 
tion involved in the Fall-Doheny de- 
murrers can be promptly disposed ol 
by the Court of Appeals and the great 
expense and waste of time of two pro- 
tracted and bitterly-fought trials can 
be avoided.

First Report Incorrect.

Murder Death Rate 
In 28 Cities Is Lower 


New York, June 1 (By A. P.).—The 
Spectator, a New York insurance jour- 
nal, announced today that statistics 
for the country show a decline in the 
murder rate during 1926, as compared 
with 1925. 

For 28 cities for which statistics have 
been collected since 1910, and which in 
1926 had an aggregate population of 
nearly 23,000,000, the murder death 
rate for 1926 was 9.9 per 100,000 popu- 
lation, against 11 for 1925. 

Chicago again led in the number of 
homicides for 1926, with a total of 510, 
a decrease of 53 over the previous year. 
Other cities listed included New York, 
with 340 in 1926, 374 in 1925; Detroit, 
327 in 1926, 243 in 1925; Philadelphia, 
173 in 1926, 192 in 1925.

“fight it out if takes all summer.” 
When the court did convene, over on 
the side of the road to keep from be- 
ing run over by passing automobiles, 
the justice was rather overshadowed 
by his attorney, Robinson Moncure, 
of Alexandria. The justice had some- 


thing that he wanted to say and he 
kept trying to say it, but his attor- 
ney silenced him every time. 

“Now just a minute, judge, just a 
minute, don’t say anything,” an attor- 
ney would caution, apparently meaning 
that what the judge said might be used 
against him. Whether it was a judicial 
utterance that the grizzled magistrate 
wanted to get off of his chest, 
or whether he wanted to say something 
about the way the newspapers handled 
his previous session of court, was not 
developed. 

The justice was astonished at the 
defense’s first move. Immediately the 
court was opened, Robert W. Stump, 
of Alexandria, Dr. Frankland’s lawyer, 
opined that the warrant was void in 
that it. was one of those John Doe 
things with no accuser’s name on it 

Justice Troth spoke: 

“Why, I’ve been issuing those kind of 
warrants——.” 


Attorney Cautions Judge. 


“Just a minute, judge; just a min- 
ute,” cautioned the judge’s attorney. 
Then getting a better position on the 
fence he put the judge’s thought in 
language that would befit the bar. But 
Mr. Stump, speaking again as defense 
counsel, spoke rather to the judge than 
to the more formal Moncure. 

“Well, you’ve been violating the con- 
stitutional rights of the people,” he 
said, glowering at the judge. 

But the judge finally delivered his 
full thought on the validity of the war- 
rant. This was after he and Justice 
Picket had stepped over about 10 feet 
and gone into chambers, so to speak. 
Judge Troth was delegated to enunci- 
ate their decision, And he did. It was 


to the effect that the particular kind 
of warrant was valid and sound, made 
so by old Father Time. 

Mohcure had a motion for the court 
to entertain, too. It was a request for 
a postponement so that he and Judge 
Troth might get some witnesses if al) 
this hullabaloo is, going to be made 
about the case. He won this motion 
in a walk, for the absence of the third 
justice made a hearing on the merits 
of the charge impossible. This third 
justice, Mr. Pickett, was said to be in 
Fairfax “attending some kind of a 
memorial service.” 

Justice Stuart indicated that he was 
not enthusiastic about being present 
himself. 


Principals in Case Appear. 


Justice Troth was the first of. the 
principals to appear at the cross-roads 
meeting place. And he had apparently 
gotten word of Gibson’s attitude be- 
cause he made no effort to go into the 
hot dog stand. Instead he halted his 
car. of ancient vintage and covered with 
red dust, across the road and waited 
patiently with Deputy Sheriff Dove. 
Soon his attirney came up in his car 
and waited with him. Dr. Frankland 
appeared with his attorney, two wit- 
nesses to testify that he is a District 
resident and not a Virginian, and two 
or three other friends. The size of the 
party seemed to awe Justice Troth, but 
he chatted with newspapermen ‘good 
naturedly. 

Dr. Frankland’s party took up posi- 
tion on the opposite side of the road 
and there was the suggestion of two 
armed camps, with reporters running 
from one to the other, not as emissaries, 
but in an effort to show their neu- 
trality. After parleys between the two 
attorneys, both sides moved toward 
each other and = they met court 
was held. 

Incidentally, it wag developed that 
former Senator Oscar W. Underwood, 
who owns the estate Woodlawn, near- 
by, and for whom a similar warrant was 
issued, has procured a Virginia tag and 
his troubles with the State of his adop- 
tion are over.

Chang’s “Strategic Retreat” 


Peking, June 1 (By A. P.).—The 
headquarters of Marshal Chang Tso- 
Lin, the Manchuzian war lord, and the 
Peking foreign office have both sent a 
protest to the Japanese Legation 
against the landing of 2,000 Japanese 
troops at Tsingtao. 

Chang Tso-Lin’s great strategic re- 
treat before the advancing Nationali- 
ists has brought two questions to fever 
heat; will Chang be able to hold the 
Yellow River line, and what will the 
foreign powers do to protect their 
nationals remaining in northern 
China? 

America’s answer to the second ques- 
tion has not been divulged. It is un- 
derstood that Minister MacMurray has: 
not yet asked for additional troops, al- 
though he is ready to make such re- 
quést if he considers it necessary. It 
is known that he and Brig. Gen. Smed- 
ley D. Butler, commander of the 
United States Marines in China, thor- 
oughly discusse1 the question last 
week while the latter was visiting 
Peking. 

Official American opinion is known 
to be opposed to moving the legation 
from Peking, despite indications from 
Washington that such a step is pos- 
sible. The legation advocates a “stand- 
pat” policy and concerning the evacu- 
ation of Americans told inquirers to- 
day that it was not advising evacua- 
tion. ;

$1,000,000 for Cincinnati 
Also Announced by Pub- 
lisher Conditionally. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, June 1 (By A. P.). 
—Charles P. Taft, publisher of the Cin- 
cinnati Times-Star, and Mrs. Taft, have 
given their valuable art collection, their 
residence and $1,000,000 to the people 
of Cincinnati. 

Announcement of the gift, made 
today at a meeting of the Cincinnati 
Institute of Fine Arts, said it was given 
for the advancement of “the artistic 
and musical education and enjoyment 
of the people of Cincinnati.”

AMERICANS SHOULD GET OUT. 


The sweep of the Cantonese army to the 
northward has compelled Chang Tso-Lin to 
withdraw his forces to the Yellow River, and 
the capture of Peking by Chiang Kai-Shek ap- 
pears to be-not far distant. Whether the for- 
eign powers shall reinforce their legation 
guards and make a stand at Peking or order a 
withdrawal of all foreigners to the coast is a 
question now under discussion... It is reported 
from Peking that “official American opinion 
is known to be opposed to moving the legation 
from Peking, despite indications from Wash- 
ington that such a step is possible. 
tion advocates a standpat policy.” 

From the beginning of the present war in 
China the American Minister at Peking has 
joined with the envoys of other foreign powers 
in advocating an aggressive policy. If his 
advice had been adopted the United States 
would have agreed to the program proposed 
by the powers, and by this time it would prob- 
ably have been involved in war. 

There is no occasion or excuse for war be- 
tween the United States and any Chinese fac- 
tion. In this chaotic condition of civil war 
it is incumbent upon foreigners to keep hands 
off. The United States has no territory that 
requires defense in China. Its sole interest 
is in the safety of American citizens. Since 
it is impossible to dispatch American forces 
into the interlor to seek out and protect stray 
American citizens, the alternative plan has 
been followed—-Americans have been warned

to leave the interior and make their way to 
the coast; there they can be protected by war 
vessels... 

If Chiang Kai-Shek should throw back the 
northern army and approach Peking it would 
be the obvious duty of the United States Gov- 
ernment to direct Minister MacMurray and all 
other Americans to go to the coast. The de- 
feat of Chang Tso-Lin would be the signal for a 


‘reign of terror at Peking. His army would be- 


come a mob of looters and incendiaries, and no 
foreign life would be safe. The oncoming army 
would probably get out of hand also when it 
held Peking at its mercy. , 

The small forces which foreign powers could 
post at Peking would not be able to resist an 
attack by either Chinese army. In view of the 
flaming hatred of foreigners that has been 
stirred up in China, an attack upon foreign 
forces in’ Peking would inevitably occur, and 
the foreigners would be placed at a great dis- 
advantage. The upshot would probably be a 
siege and the dispatch of armies of relief. 

The United States must not be a party to 
such colossal folly. Before the struggle for 
Peking begins every American should be called 
out of the danger zone.

JIM REED’S BOOM. 


Senator James A. Reed, of Missouri, has 
begun the active pursuit of convention dele- 
gates. The Democratic presidential candidate 
is now going to the country in an ambitious 
tour that will carry him through Oregon, 
California, Texas, New Mexico, Louisiana, 
Georgia and Virginia. In each of these States 
Senator Reed expects to make at least two 
speeches. 

There are few more astute vesiittctans than 
the Missouri senator. His effort to force an 
extra session of Congress was a shrewd piece 
of politics. It made no difference to him that 
President Coolidge refused to be stampeded 
by the suggestion, for Senator Reed can now 
go to the South with the appealing assertion 
that he was its friend in an hour of need, 

It is in the South and West that he must 
win, if win he can. The Reed boom will have 
slight opportunity of making any progress 
before the convention in the North and East, 
where Gov. Alfred E. Smith is strongly .in- 
trenched. Reed backers recognize this fact 
through their announcement that they intend 
to make no formal contest in this region. 

The*Missouri senator does have considerable 
strength in the Midwest. His genius for pub- 
licity has made him one of his party’s out- 
standing figures. He needs now only to over- 
come the animosity of Wilson Democrats in 
order to be one of the dominating figures in 
the convention. This will be his mission in 
the South. The success or failure of the effort 
will have much to do with shaping the future 
of the Reed movement.

COMMERCIAL AVIATION. 


The progress that is being made by commer- 
cial aviation in the United States is fully set 
forth in the report just made by William P. 
MacCracken, jr., Assistant Secretary for Aero- 
| mautics of the Department of Commerce. More 
than 1,300 miles of. airways in the United 
States are now lighted for night flying. In 
addition 45 intermediate fields have been es- 
tablished, regulations have been ‘drawn gov- 


erning aviation, strip maps of all airways made, ’ 
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will then fly a daily. mileage of 21,536, which 
makes a monthly total of 573,696 miles. These 
figures do not include the large number of 
miles that will be flown by operators and in- 


dividual pilots engaged in commercial and 


industrial ‘work but not carrying mail. At 


this time over 7,000 miles of the airways will 


have been lighted for night flying, or will be 
nearing completion of lighting installation.”

TRIPE NEWS. 


Now comes the Prince of Wales as the ad- 
vance agent of that homely dish often found 
in the “‘eatin’ ’ouses”’ in the vicinity of White- 
chapel and Limehouse, but never before in 
Mayfair. The prince recently tried tripe on 
himself and liked it. 


« It Is true that the dish was not prepared 


exactly in the manner most pleasing to Sam 
Weller, or his distinguished father, who liked 
their tripe with onions or oysters. In fact, 
the dish which his royal highness found so 
palatable might have attracted the favorable 
notice of Lucullus or Brillat-Savarin, This 
is the recipe: 

Cut a strip of tripe into small pieces 
and stew eight to ten. hours in a special 
earthenware ‘“‘terrine’’ in a mixture of 
cider and brandy. Add a boned calf’s 
heel, a knuckle of ham, sliced onions, a 
sliced lemon, leeks, carrots, tomatoes, 
bay leaves, bunches of parsley, thyme, 
celery, garlic, cloves, salt and pepper- 
corns. When it is all thoroughly stewed 
drain off the liquid and serve the tripe 
hot in small croquettes, 

Of course the dish had to have a French 
name, and it is therefore described on the 
carte du jour as “‘tripes du maitre careme,”’ be- 
cause the dish was first concocted by Careme 
of Caen, chef to Louis XIV, who had a record 
as a trencherman of parts. 

There is no great demand‘for the delicacy 
in Washington up to the present time, and 
the wholesale price, when there is any demand 
at all, is about 10 cents a pound. But the tripe 
fad is certain to reach the Capital when the 
returning globe trotters get back with the 
stories: of the prince’s favorite dish. Then 
watch the advertisements of the delicatessen 
establishments and chain restaurants for tripe 
news and prices. 

Many people eat tripe without knowing it, 
for tripe is a component part of many sausages. 
Hereafter pickled tripe, tripe with onions, “a la 
Pickwick,” tripe with oysters, “Tripes du 
Maitre Careme,”’ and tripe in a score of other 
styles will be consumed by “cowboys” and 
flappers, and they will. like the dish. Has not 
the prince set the seal of his approval on tripe?

RADIO IN CHINA. 


Chairman W. H. G. Bullard, of the Federal 
Radio Commission, has informed members of 
the National Electrical Manufacturing Asso- 
ciation that in hig opinion China is the great- 
est potential market in the world for radio 
sets and transmitters. While he does not be- 
lieve that radio broadcasting will sweep that 
country as it has others, he does feel that as 
soon as manufacturers begin to push the 
business it will have a steady and solid growth. 
Different type sales methods will have to be 
adopted, of course, and a more sensitive means 
of tuning should be adopted, but in the main 
China stands ready to receive this newest oc- 
cidental development of science. 

Admiral Bullard has just returned from the 
Far East, and should be in a position to know 
what he is talking about. - Maybe John China- 
man is ready to take the radio into his daily 
life, but to the occidental mind there seems 
to be one great drawback. Chinese is not a 
euphonious language, To the western ear it 
crackles and grunts and makes queer noises 
sounding for all the world like static. How 
would a Chinaman know which was static and 
which was music or speech? The radio in- 
dustry had better proceed cautiously until it 
knows just what is what. Introduce radio 
with its accompanying static into the chaos of 
China and no one can tell what might happen. 


SEEING THINGS. 


The world no longer cavils over the accom- 
Plishment of the impossible. Doubts which 
would once have lingered for long are now. re- 
moved as.soon’as what could not be done has 
been done. What other explanation is there 
for the fact that Capt, David’ Bone, master of 
the Transylvania, reports in a matter-of-fact 
way that on Monday he sighted a plane headed 
east, 800 miles off the coast of Ireland? 

The fact that the wireless had not reported 
the beginning of. another transatlantic flight 
ought in itself to have convinced Capt. Bone 
that what he saw was no airplane, yet such 
was the faith created by Lindbergh’s success- 
fuL.effort that the skipper’s eyes deceived him.

Extent of the Floods. 

Kansas City Star: It is difficult to 
comprehend the extent of this spring’s 
floods in mere numerical terms. Before 
the water broke into the so-called “su- 
gar bowl” of Louisiana, it was estimated 
that more 9,000 square miles had been 
fiooded. If, as indicated, the new 
breaks will flood 1,800 square miles 
more, that will mean a total area of 
about 11,000 square miles. This area 
is much larger than that of a number of 
States. Massachusetts has 8,266 square 
miles, New Hampshire 9,341, New Jer- 
sey 8,224, Vermont 9,564, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island and Delaware combined, 
9,688. If all of the last three States 
were under water, or any one of the 
others mentioned, there would be a 
more vivid understanding of what the 
floods mean. As it is, the submerged 
lands include many scattered areas, 
from small to very large, but the aggre- 
gate suffering and loss are doubtless 
just as great as if the destruction had 
been concentrated in a single area.

IODINE DEFICIENCY AS CAUSE OF 
GOITER. 

ODINE deficiency as a cause of goi- 
ter has recently received a boost 
and a Knock. The boost came from 

a goiter survey of Massachusetts made 
by Dr. Oleson. He found very little 
goiter in the eastern part of the State. 
The fish and oyster eaters of the coast 
areas were nearly free from evidence of 
the disease. The only goiter districts of 
the State were a few localities in the 
middle and northwestern section. 

The knock came from India. More 
than a dozen years ago Dr. McCarrison 
became convinced that goiter resulted 
from the drinking of grossly polluted 
water. This was because of his observa- 
tions of the prevalence of the disease 
among people who drank grossly pol- 
luted water in that country. He wrote 
extensively on the subject at the time 
Then came the suggestion that goiter 
resulted from a prolonged diet that 
was too low in iodine, provided the wa- 
ter supply used was also poor in iodine 


In this investigation it was found 
that, roughly speaking, the goiter belts 
were regions where the water was poor 
in fodine. Dr. McCarrison accepted the 
theory and wrote in support of it. In 
a recent report he returns to his first 
opinion, if he had ever abandoned it, 
but without entirely giving up the 
iodine deficiency theory. In 1923 he 
revisited the school in which he found 
sO much goiter in 1913. At the time of 
his first visit over two-thirds of the 
girls more than 16 years of age, had 
some goiter. In 1923 he found only one 
boy and 10 girls with goiter. This was 
less than one-fortieth of the whole 
number. 


In 1918 the old and polluted water 
supply was abandoned and a new and 
pure supply became available. This 
change from bad to good water was 
the only change in the practices of the 
school. McCar’ »%n says never has he 
seen improvement in a goiter situation 
equal to this one. The question must 
await further reports along this line. 

United States Public Health Service 
reports that in certain sections of the 
Pacific northwest goiter increased when 
pure water from the Cascade Moun- 
tains was supplied inste of a less 
pure water. Doubtless reports 
relative to pure water and goiter con- 
trol will come in before long and the 


truth will be established.

In the fiscal year 1926, fixed charges were earned 2.29 times, and during the above five-year period, an 
average of 2.23 times annually. As the proceeds of the present financing are largely to be used for re- 
funding of obligations bearing higher interest rates, fixed charges will not be increased.

Approve Findings of District 
Officials to Reduce Court 
Congestion. 


DISCRETION WILL RULE 


The Commissioners took steps yes- 
terday to reduce congestion in the Po- 
lice Court. They approved three of the 
findings of a committee of District of- 
ficials who investigated conditions and 
whose report was given publicity a fort- 
night ago. The three recommendations 
ordered made effective yesterday were 
as follows: 

The amount of collateral required for 
appearance of any offender in court 
should be left discretionary with the 
commanding officers of the various po- 
lice precincts, attachments to. issue to 
compel attendance when the circum- 
stances demand. 

The assistants to the corporation 
counsel at Police Court shall not be 
bound by orders concerning the mini- 
mum collateral to be forfeited in any 
given case, but they may be permi*ted 
to exercise sound discretion therein as 
prosecuting officers. 

A form of collateral notice slip to be 
handed offenders for production ‘n 
court at the time of placing collateral 
shall be adopted.”

The motfon for 
a new trial was overruled. Howard will 
be sentenced to die in the electric 
chair for ‘the murder of Jessie Nelson, 
also colored. 

Siegal. attacked the law on. the 
ground that it was class legislation, 
that is, service o* male jurors is. com- 
ulsory whereas service of female 
i rors is a matter of inclination with 
them, They May or may not serve, just 
as they like.

GRANTING OF HEARING 
FOLLOWS CITIZEN PLEA 


Numerous Curative Houses 
Are Unregulated and Unii- 
censed, Says Attorney. 


Chargs that many private hospitals 
exist unlicensed and unregulated in 
Washington may grow out of a special 
public hearing before the zoning com- 
mission to be held tomorrow in the 
office of Commissioner Proctor L. 
Dougherty at 9:30 a. m. 

The hearing was called after Attor- 
neys W. Gwynn Gardiner and Hugh M. 
Frampton, representing neighboring 
property owners, yesterday filed a brief 
protesting against Miss Addie M. Bar- 
ton, a registered nurse and physiother- 
apist, being permitted to move what she 
calls a health home, but what the two 
lawyers call a hospital or sanitarium, 
from 98 Chestnut street, Takoma Park, 
D. C., to Thirty-eighth and Macomb 
streets northwest 

Framptor charges that Commissioner 
Dougherty induced the zoning commis- 
sion, in executive session and without 
a public hearing, to accept his view 
that Miss Barton’s institution is not a 
hospital and that therefore wherever 
she might establish it no zoning regu- 
lation would be violated. 


Cites Old Opinion. 


In his research to support a protest 
at this action, Frampton says he ran 
into an opinion rendered by a former 
corporation counsel some years ago that 
a boarding house for dyspeptics was 
not a hospital within the meahing of 
the law and need not, therefore, be 
licensed or regulated. 

Frampton ° asserts that this old 
opirmion has been relied on by the Dis- 
trict Health Department and other au- 
thorities, and by proprietors of private 
Sanitarums to such an extent that 
there are now numerous curative in- 
stitutions in the District that are not 
licensed or regulated. 

In their brief Gardiner and Framp- 
ton recite that tiss Barton’s me is 
an establishment conducted /by a 
physiotherapist, with a trained nurse 
in attendance, chat there are now 
being treated there one case of 
arthritis, two of paralysis, one involv- 
ing a broken hip, and one other case. 

They say. the zoning commission de- 
cided the place was not a hospital, and 
that it was without authority. The de- 
cision, they say, was given in executive 
session without a public hearing and 
without notice to interested persons 
that the matter was under considera- 
tion. They demand a public hearing 
and an opportunity to argue before 
the commission that the home is @ 
hospital and therefore cannot be 
moved to the proposed new -location, 
which is ~oned ~- residential area from 
which hospitals are barred 

When the issue was made so definite, 
Commissioner Dougherty asked the 
zoning commission to consider the 
matter in a formal public hearing.
